FOUR BILLIONS 


Close of Fiscal Year 
Will Break All 
Records 


WASHINGTON.—(INS) — Es- 
tablishing a new peace-time record 
for spending, the United States gov- 
ernment probably will. require in 
excess of $4,300,000,000 during the 
fiscal year which ends. next June, 
judging from figures available to- 
cay. 

When President Hoover sub- 
mitted his budget to congress last 
December, it was estimated that 
total government costs would be 
$4,014,000,000,-or an increase of 
$20,000,000 over the fiscal year 
1930. 

Instead of .& $20,000,000 increase 
for the entire year there has been 
@ gain in expenditures of $226,000,- 
000 in a little over.eight and a half 
months. Higher costs will continue 
through the remainder of the year, 
indicating expenditures of possibly 
more than $300,000,000 over 1930. 

There: have been decreases in 
costs resulting from interest and 
smaller refunds of tax receipts. 
However, these items have been far 
offset by the $69,000,000 boost in 
costs pertaining to operation of the 
federal farm: board, $30,000,000 
greater postal deficit, $112,000,000 
for adjusted -service certificate 
loans charged against ordinary re- 
ceipts and other items.

But on all sides today it was ac- 
cepted that the boards’ action would 
serve to accelerate a demand in 
the new 72nd congress for trial 
of the debenture or equalization fee 
schemes of dealing with the wheat 
situation.. It is a prospect and a 
situation that bodes little peace for 
the Hoover administration, which 
came into power two years ago on 
the promise of solving the farm rid- 
dle which has plagued every admin- 
istration since the war. 

The announcement did not: state 
how much wheat the board now 
owns. Its operations in the mar- 
ket necessarily must be kept to a 
certain degree secret from the pri- 
vate: operators..

Prisoners 


JOLIET, Hil. — (INS) — Parole 
boatd activities wert hotly de- 
fended today by W. C. Jones, 
supervisor of pafolés, before the 
legislative committee investigat- 
ing Joliet prison riots. 

And before he had fairly start- 
ed pointing out that under su- 

reme court decision and _ legis- 
ative action the board could not 
hear “10 to life’ cases uhder ten 
years, Rep. H. €. McCaskrin, re- 
publican, of Roek Island attacked 
him bitterly as Jones attempted 
to explain what rights the board 
had over “conditional pardons.” 
Jones undertook to explain, Mc- 
Caskrin said: ate 

“This witness is arguing with 
me. He’s not going to browbeat 
me—he’s browbeaten enough poor 
devils. Wve had enough of him 
now. I think it is contemptible 
¢ him to argue with the commit- 
ee.” 


JOLIET, Til.—(INS)—Rodney, H. 
Brandon, or Batavia, superintend- 
ent of public welfare, the state de- 
partment having jurisdiction over 
all state prisons, today attempted 
to stop the legislative investiga- 
tion into the prison riots.

Says Guard Is “Marked” 

Prisoners who have testified thus 
far charged that penitentiary au- 
thorities had deliberately allowed 
the Washington’s birthday escape 
plot to proceéd and then shot down 
the three convict fugitives. Al- 
though it was the parole system 
and the policies of the pardon 
board that the prisoners blamed 
for the prison unrest, it was the 
triple killing that brought open re- 
volt, the witnesses said. ; 

The three fugitives shot in the 
escape, as well as Warden Hill, it 
was charged, were put on the 
“spot” to injure the warden’s 
standing. 

One convict, Harvey Rogers of 
Chicago, créated a sensation when 
he told the legislators that guard 
captain, B. A. Davenport, is a 
marked man because the inmates 
believe he had much to do with 
the shooting of the trio of convicts. 
Rogers predicted that Davenport 
would be killed before long. Dav- 
enport had an arm broken in the 
first outbreak one week ago last 
Saturday when the convicts mauled 
him in the old prison mess hall.

How to Make 


Bids Cat Bloomers for Spring Dresses 
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A Husband at Her Heels

HERE is just one kind of a bloomer to wear, as far as this Dah-ray 


Department is concerned, and t 


hat is the One of our Own invention, 


which is cut on the bias in such a way that it doesn’t bunch or ruffle 
under the skirt, yet has plenty of room for sitting. Also it takes just a 
square yard of material, or if your material is 40 inches wide, forty 


inches of this—so it can’t be beat, 
if you will excuse the slang. 

I have told you how to make this 
before, of course, but will repeat 
the basic directions today, and then 
tell you some variations. If you 
make this in washable satin, make 
French seams — if in georgette, 
baste aud take to the hemstitchers, 
{ron when it comes back, and cut 
off the raw edges. Thése are ador- 
able in georgette, by the way, edged 
in lace or embroidered—and ever 
so much nicer to look at on than 
combinations! 

Do make this first in unbleached 
muslin, and outline with black 
thread or pencil before you cut. 





Then sew it up roughly on the 
machine, and try it on to see how 
it fits, before you cut into good 
material. 
Procedure 

AY your square of material on 

the table (or floor) and look 
at fig. 1. You must measure, you 
see, very, very carefully, as the 
whole trick of this garment is the 
way it is cnt out. So-o-0, start 
with the lower left corner marked 
A, and measure 21 inches to'B, on 
a siisht s‘ant which will bring B 
an inch further from the edge. 
Carefully put a pin at each lace! 
Now from B to C on a slight curve 


about 18 inches (meaning that this 
doesn’t have to be exact, and ad- 
vise you to cut a very slight curve 
to start with, which can always be 
deepened if necessary). 

Now C to D, 21 inches again on 
a slight slant which brings C 1 
inch further from the edge than 
D is, which is the edge. D to E, 
17 inches straight, then E to F on 
a curve about 25 inches, bring 
your distance from F to A 17 inches 
on the straight of the goods. Now 
in between your two bias curves 
ot material you will have about 18 
or 19 inches, which is indicated 
from 0 to 0. 

Voila, you now have a piece 
marked as figure 1. Since you are 
working on the unbleached muslin,

Good Riddance 

If the predictiong of legislative observers at Des Moines 
prove correct, and we hope they know what they are talking 
about, both the income tax and the county assessor bills are 
dead issues at the present session.

In this particular instance at least the taxpayers can be 
thankful that the two branches of the assembly have had 
sense enough to act independently of each other. It would 
not be practical as a general principle as it would balk all 
legislative accomplishments, but it has its advantages and 
the ultimate defeat of both of these bills now seems assured. 
; Corporation Has A Heart 

Depositors of the People’s Savings and Trust Co., at Mo- 
line are fortunate. This is the bank whose vice president 
and cashier has confessed to the embezzlement of over a mil- 
lion dollars of the bank’s funds. In the ordinary course of 
events the bank would be closed, its assets liquidated and the 
net proceeds prorated among the depositors. But it happens 
that the Moline bank is backed by Deere & Co.,smanufactur- 
ers of farm machinery, which has announced that it will 
make good the entire loss. 

Even for an immensely wealthy concern a million dollars 
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is not exactly small change and the action is being deserved- 
ly commended. This and other big defalcations during the 
past few months only go to show the need of more strict in- 
spection of the work of trusted bank officials. Too many 
of them have betrayed this trust. Nothing is more despic- 
able than the theft of money from the one institution which 
the public has been taught to believe is the only safe place to 
keep savings. 

While the minor employes of banks are notoriously under- 
paid, considering the responsibility of their positions, the 
higher officials have no such excuse. The desire to live be- 
yond one’s means, not the practicing of economy to make 
both ends meet and save a little for a rainy day, is generally 
the magnet which makes those in the more responsible bank 
positions go wrong. Dipping into the depositors’ funds for 
speculating, “borrowing” with the intention of repaying 
after the market profit has been made, is the lure which 
causes the downfall. So many of these cases have come to 
light in recent years that it makes one wonder at times if 
other bank officials have not done the same thing, made good 
in their investments and reimbursed the bank for the sums 
“borrowed” with nobody being the wiser. 

That “honesty is the best policy” is an old saying but it 
cannot be improved. 


Back To “Good Old Days” 

The Nevada legislature has passed and the governor has 
approved a law providing for wide-open gambling. While 
gambling has not been unknown to Nevada citizens it has 
been conducted more or less on the quiet with the connivance 
of officers who looked the other way. Now it is legal and 
those who wish to place their money on the “00” or enjoy a 
game of poker with the sky the limit can walk into any one 


of a score of establishments at Reno through the front door 
and without resorting to “high signs” to show they are 
“right,” 

A Nevada official has stated that the new law will permit 
the restoration of the “good old days” with the only differ- 
ence being that money will be used instead of nuggets. 

It loeks like Nevada is piling up trouble for itself. With 
the divorce mill working overtime, unrestricted gambling 
and all varieties of liquor said to be plentiful, it is just pos- 
sible some-of the Navada communities will not take long to 
rival Chicago in proportion to population. 

Such conditions certainly invite crime and Nevada may 
reap the whirlwind. They execute condemned men by. 
using gas in Nevada. Will those who enter the little room 
become more numerous?

No doctor can get good results 
by keeping his patient in the dark 
and depending solely on drugs, 
serums, and so forth. 

The mind controls the body to a 
large extent and the co-operation 
of the patient and doctor is posi- 
tively necessary if we want real re- 
sults, Whether it is a question of 
health, religion, or any other phase 
of life, we cannot secure perman- 
ent results by using or implanting 
the idea of fear in @ person. 

Fear and worry are first cousins 
and burn out and deyitalize more 
vital energy than anything else. 

There is a lot of difference be- 

tween being good because you want 
to be, and being good because you 
are afraid. When you are good 
because you are afraid, or when 
you refrain from eating something 
through fear of indigestion, you 
are retaining the thought and the 
mental picture of what you don’t 
want. A very bad habit, 
Keep in mind the good things of 
life; that is, think only of deing 
those things which improve ones 
health. The influence in the body 
will be noticeable because your 
mental attitude is right and har- 
monious, If we don’t watch out 
we will lose our ability for self- 
protection and always be depen- 
dent upon someone else. 

Let each and everyone learn as 
much as they can about their 
health problems and develope self 
control to maintain health, thus 
increasing the general health to 
such an extent that there will no 
longer be any need of spending so 
much money in fighting disease. 

The most rational, sensible, and 
successful thing to do is to keep 
the body clean, inside and out. 
“Toxenia” is the basis of more 
physical ills, and is more of a uni- 
versal cause of sickness than any 
other one thing. You can’t have 
dirty dirt if you keep things clean. 
You can’t have sickness if you stop 
neglecting and abusing your body. 
While we are among earthly mat- 
erial things we are bound to get 
more or less dirty every day but 
this isn’t so bad if we cleanse our- 
selves every day. Dirty dirt is 
what forms the breeding ground 
for disease; dirt that has been 
neglected time after time until it 
has become poisonous. 

Dirty dirt doesn’t mean just or- 
dinary dirt. In the sense in which 
it is used here this term can in- 
clude the poisons from different 
diseases and their treatments by 
drugs. The residue from common 
colds in the form of catarrhal 
mucas is a good example of dirty 
| dirt, This mucus is very tenacious, 
| Clinging to the mucous memberane 
iin various parts of the body, catch- 
ing and collecting all sorts of 
waste materials, 

The only real salvation for man 
is himself. While we are well let 
us find out why we are well in- 
stead of waiting until we are sick 
and then try and find out why we 
are sick. In this way we can make 
it an interesting game of a pain- 
ful proceedure. 
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If we are in the wrong an ally 
is always welcome.

CORN SLUMPS 


Farm Board Report Is 
Cause of Heavy 
‘Selling 


CHICAGO—(INS)—Grains were 
on the downgrade during trading 
on the Chicago board of trade to- 
day. The run of news was bearish 
and the general trend of the wheat 
market was influenced by the farm 
board statement. 

July dropped to 59 1-2c per bush- 
el during the session and Septem- 
ber to 60c the lowest prices since 
1895. Closing prices were around 
the low levels. 

June wheat an inactive option, 
opened at 76 1-4c per bushel and at 
one time during the day was as 
much as 11 1-4c lower or down to 
65c. 

Closing prices for wheat were 2 
to 21-2c lower for deferred futurss 
and unchanged to 5-8c for nearby 
deliveries; corn was 11-8 to 13-8c 
lower and oats 1-2 to 7-8c off. Rye 
was 1 to 11-4c down. 

Some short covering was noted 
in the corn market late on reports 
of a decrease in th> visible supply. 

The statement that the farm 
board would not buy wheat from 
the 1931 crop for stabilization pur- 
poses, weakness in foreign markets 
and favorable crop reports started 
a heavy unloading movement. 

Old crop futures received the 
usual farm board support and 
managed to cover a narrow range. 
Trade in the wheat pit was broad, 
but the market showed no disposi- 
tion to rally. 

The heavy selling of wheat start- 
ed right at the opening gong and 
continued throughout the forenoon. 
Values opened about ic off and 
eased further. 

Corn and other gyains suffered 
setbacks in line with the leading 
cereal. Old and new May corn 
slumped to new low levels on the 
crop. Jyly and September rye 
were also at new lows for the sea- 
son. 

Estimated carlot receipts were: 
Wheat 31, corn 206 and oats 22.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Senator 
Burton K, Wheeler of Montana and 
John A. Savage, president of the 
American Equity association, have 
called on Ogden L. Mills, under- 
secretary of the treasury, to ex- 
plain why the treasury department 
has barred Linn A. E. Gale, presi- 
dent of the Washington Open For- 
um and correspondent for various 
newspapers, from the _ treasury 
building. Senators James L. Couz- 
ens of Michigan and John J. 
Blaine have also been drawn into 


the controversy. Senator Couzens 
announced that he does not be- 


9 |lieve Mellon’s department has any 


legal right to exclude Gale. Mayor 
Spencer M. De Golier of Bradford, 
Pa., in a public letter says he ,be- 
lieves Mills “overstepped his au- 
thority.” 

The American Equity Association 
questions Mills’ sincerity in a let- 
ter to him in reply to his answer 
to an inquiry as to the reason for 
the exclusion of Gale. Friends of 
Gale, as well as liberals in general, 
are contending that the Treasury 
Department’s order forbidding him 
to enter its building is political 
discriminaton. 

Would “Get” Gale 

They point out that they believe 
Gale is the target of attack for 
three reasons: 1. Because treasury 
officials had discovered, after Gale 
had done journalistic work in their 
building for several years, that he 
is not merely “one of the reporters” 
but an active radical and the far- 
mer publisher of a radical maga- 
zine of international circulation. 
2. Because he is president of the 
Washington Open Forum on whose 
floor frequent attacks have been 
made on Hoover, Mello® and Wall 
Street. 3. Because just prior to the 
mandate barring him- from the 
treasury building, the New York 
Times and other papers published 
articles quoting the proposal of Dan 
O’Brien, old-time friend of Jack 
London, that Gale be the president- 
ial nominee in 1932 of a radical 
fusion party. It is believed that 
this proposal suggested to Mellon 
and Mills that Gale’s familiarity 
with department matters and regu- 
lar visits to the building might pro- 


.|vide him with campaign material 


that could be used at some op- 
portune time for attacks on the 
Mellon policies. 

“It does not seem to me that 
you have any right to bar Mr. Gale 
or any other citizen from any pub- 
lic building,” says a letter of Pres- 
ident Savage of the American 
Equity Association to Mills. “I 
cannot conceive that.a just judicial 
tribunal would hold that you, as 
undersecretary of the treasury, can 
forbid a particular person to come 
into the treasury building. 

Question-Sincerity 

“Many people who are surprised 
at your attitude are questioning 
your sincerity or that of others in 


3|your department because of your 


refusal to accept Mr. Gale’s ap- 
parently quite fair offer to apolo- 
gize for any unintentional offenses. 


It seems that you refuse to accept , 


this and want him to say that, he 
committed an inentional offense— 
that you want him to demean him- 
self before you will rescind your 
order. It appears to me, however, 
that he has made a decided effort 
to do everything possible to settle 
the difficulty except admitting 
moral turpitude. 

“The incident upon which you 
base your demand was trivial. Mr. 
Gale is well known as square and 
candid. Your position seems pecul- 
iar, to say the least.” 

Plans are under way for institut- 
ing an injunction suit against Mills 
to compel him to refrain from in- 
terference with Gale’s rights by 
keeping him out of the treasury 
building. Damage suits against 
both Mellon and Mills have also 
been advised.

With two minutes to play Jas- 
per was within one point of a tie, 
but De La Salle maintained posses- 
sion of the ball and ended with a 
two-point margin of victory.

One good system of preventing 
collisions .under these circum- 
stances is to have the amber show 
between the green and red, but not 
between the red and green. Thus 
drivers in the moving lanes are 
warned to stop before waiting driv- 
ers know the signal is changing. 
Such a system could not well be 
applied to the Muscatine traffic 
lights, however. *
